I,:iii -.ister for the 
thione, and is known to readers nf fie 
tion as one of the leadinp characters 
in Balwcr's "Last of the Barons." Ed 
ward V. was bora In Westminster ab- 
V)ey in 147(1. Ha Waa kinp nf Entrlnnd 
from .\pril to June, 148.1. but wah im- 
prisoned in London tower by his 
uncle, Richard, duke of Oloucesler, by 
whom ke and kis brother were se- 
cretly put to death. Edward VI. was 
the son of Henry VIIT. by his third 
r|ueen. .lane Seymour, and succeeded 
to 'he throne under the recency nf 
iiiic'.e, the duke of Soitifrsei , who 
wan supplanted by the duke of North- 
umberlaad. During his reign ee> 
enrred the publication of the 4^ ar- 
ti<'les of rellRion and the introduction 
of th<' lir>ok of common prayer. 

Kinjf Edward VII. was married in 
St. George's chspel, Windsor csstle, 
on March 10, IMS, to Princess .Mex* 
andra. oldest daughter of the king nf 
l)rnmark. Tliey h;ive had five chil- 
dn n. the el<le>t of whom, known as 
the ili\\.<- of Clarence, wa* ' • r Jan- 
uary H, 1SC4, and died in rt^aaary, 
1892. The second sen. Oeorge. dnke of 
York, was bom June rt. jtr,.',. Ixnilso
